VANCOUVER, Jan. 15.--A picturesque figure has entered the list 
of those who have been named as possibilities for the first appointment 
of a woman to the Senate of Canada. She & Mrs, Etna Klengenberg 
Bolt, daughter of Capiain Charles Klengenberg, retired Arctic trader, 
who makes his home here. Her mother is described as an “Eskimo 
princess.” Mrs, Bolt’s husband is a full-blooded Eskimo, and the two 
have spent the winter with Captain Klengenberg in Vancouver. 

Co!. J, K. Cornwall, pioneer trader, explorer and prospector of the 
north, has brought forward Mrs. Bolt's name. 

Sponsors of Mrs. Bolt proposed appointment because, they state, the 
Northwest territories are now being taxed by the Dominion ernment 
without having representation in parliament, and because the northland 
has @ woinan whose service to the Arctic community ts equa] to that of 
any woman in Canada, a woman of refinement, education, and demon- 
stated ability. 

Educated as « medical missionary, Mre. Bolt, it ts said, began the 
work which resulted in the stopping of female child sacrifice among the 
Eskimos, 

The killing of female children prevalled among the Eskimos for 
many years, and constituted one of the greatest problems facing white 
missionaries in the Arctic. 

From her home in Victoria Island, both before and after she mar- 
ried her well-educated Eeklino husband, Mrs. Bolt carried on @ persistent 
campaign among the natives which has resulted in the practice of kill- 
ing fetnale children being banished from Victoria sland and Coronation 
Gulf. Her appea! was made from humaniterian and economic stand- 
pointe, her work took years of putnfully slow dog-team travel and slower 
persuasion

| biased and blind in our own reactions. 


Second, many men honestly believe that a certain 
amount of narrowness and prejudice is necessary to 


| effectiveness. They think that to be objective, scien- 


tific, unbiased, impartial, impersonal makes a man a 
nerveless neutral in the social conflicts of his time. 

Third, most men find that an attempt to divest 
themselves of prejudice brings discomfort in its wake. 
There is something soothing to them in the seeming 
safety of the dark-room of their dogmatism The 
white light of disinterested truth ts a bit blinding 
when they first face it. To free themselves of their 
prejudices may mean a strain on old friendships and 
a@ scrapping of many comfortable customs. 

Fourth, our prejudices are ra:ely personal. They are 
part of the intellectual and social climate of the 
community in which we live. A thousand vested in- 
terests form the soil from which they have flowered. 
To break with our prejudices means a break with 
much that makes our community what it is. And most 
of us find it hard to b:eak with our community. 

Fifth, we have 3 kind of vested interest tn our 
prejudices. We have said them so often that we should 
feel a bit foolish suddenly to renounce them. False 
pride holds us to positions we have long since ceased 
to believe in. Pride and prejudice play into each 
other's hands 

The fight for rationality calls for godlike patience. 

It ts foolish to think humanity will rush to the

It is 
readily digested and makes very lit- 
tle demand upon the digestive organs 
and at the same time supplies the tis- 
sues with a food which can be used 
almost im nediately. It tends to neu- 
tralize ever-acidity in the stomach. 
Gelatin has also the remarkable 
property of increasing the coagulating 
power of the blood. Those who have 
nosebleed often or suffer from hem- 
orrhages can help the coagulating 
power of the blood by the simple 
measure of dissolving a small amount 
of gelatin in a cup filled with hot 
water, This may be taken as soon as 
it is cool enough. In this way, a great 
dea! of gelatin may be used in a half 
day. You will find after 
plentiful supply in the diet, there ts 
a tendency for the bones to be more 
pliant.

AND MINE

SUGAR IS FREQUENTLY 
NEGLECTED ELEMENT 
IN BABY'S FORMULA 

Complaints about the indigestibility 
or failure of a milk formula usually 
results in the discovery that the 
formula isn’t “all there.’ One of 
the commonest mistakes made by 
mothers, who have nu knowledge of 
milk formulas, is to leave out the 
sugar clement evtirely, or else put it 
in merely as a “flavor,” 

Sugar is put into milk formulas 
because cows’ muk acks the «mount 
of sugar normally present in breast 
milk, and breast milk ts, after all, the 
pattern for the food with which we 
are trying to nourish baby. 

Under those circumstances a form 
ula minus sugar or minus sufficient 
sugar usually results in baby'a being 
dissatisfied with his bottle formula 
(even though he ts getting all the 
malk he is suppose’ to have at his 
age) or else in making him extre 
constipated, 

Even . the baby doesn’t ery after 
nis bottle nor act like a cranky and 
Lungry young gentiem his formula 
causes no gain in weight. If ie is 
constipated, the mother nota that 
the movements are very har. and dif- 
ficult to pass, sometimes clay-colored 
In every case within my expe: wd 
have found that the mother, even if 
she ts using my feeding leaflet, seeme 
unaware of the lack in the formula 
and is as just certain that “my baby 
can't take cow's milk.” Why mothers 
8o frequently ignore this element is 
One of the constant surpriats of my 
continually surprising existence, Ws- 
pecially so 1 the face of accurate rea- 
sons for its use, 

Addition of Sugar Balances Formula 

When we add water to cow's milk 
to make !t easier for baby to digest 
we also dilute the sugar there ts in it 
In order to bring that sugar content 
back to & proportion mv 2 nearly re- 
sembliny mother's milk we have to 
add additiona) sugar to th. formuia 
Otherwise the formula 1s ou of bal- 
ance. Nor should su ~ be overfed 
for mothers using six to eight table- 
spoons in a day's formula usually hay 
as much or more trouble as mothers 
using too little sugar or none at all, 
There are all kinds of sugars su@- 
gested for baby’s formule doctors 
+ having their favorites. Cane and corn 
Sugar are cheap and ersy to obtain 
and relatively as satisfactory as the 
more expensive mait preparations and 
mil sugar, Baby reme'ns his own 
doctor in this particular. and which- 
ever sugar agrees with him is the 
su to use, 

The usual amount in a twenty-four 
hour formula is one ounce for a ten- 
pound baby, one and one-half for a 
baby weighing fifteen pounds. One 
ounce is about three level tablespoons; 
one and one-half ounces, four and 
one-half, After this latter figure te 
reached, the amount remain. station- 
ary up to ten months, and then we ie- 
gin to take out the sugar gredually 
Our aim Is to reach the maximum for- 
mula of one quart of whole milk when 
baby is one year old. When babv ts of 
this age and weighs, we hom, aroun¢ 
twenty pounds, he neds neither water 
nor sugar in his milk.

Electricity, Twice Sold, 
Proves Big Revenue 


Producer 


Production of electrical energy net- 
ted the city $295,330 last year, this 
profit being shown after all operating 
costs, renewals fund and allowances 
for debenture interest and sinking 
fund had been met. A report of Comp- 
troller J. Hodgson, issued Wednesday, 
showed that the profit of $126,487 has 
been made by the electric Ught and 
hower departinent in 1929, 

It was previously announced that 
the surplus of the power plant was 
$168,843, bringing the total gain from 
the city's “gold mine” to $295,330, 

Despite a reduction from eight cents 
to five cents in the unit rate per kilo- 
watt hour for electric energy, the elec- 
tric light and power department show- 
ed an increased surplus over 1928, In 
1928 the total surplus was $126,005.25 

In December alone the electric light 
and power department had a surplus 
of $14,737.15 as against $14,605.06, 

William Barnhouse, superintendent 
of this department, reported that) 
. there were now 20,075 customers being 
served by the city. At this time Jast 
year the total was 19,400. 


SAYS MINING — 
IS CAUSE OF 
WATER BREAK 


Subsidence in Earth Makes 
‘ Whole Watermain 
Bend 


Subsidence of the earth as a result 
of coal mining operations has created 
a serious situation for the city water- 
works department in the east end of 
the city, according to J. W. Turner, 
waterworks superintendent, and A. W. 
Haddow, city engineer. It 1s believed 
that the change of the earth forma- 
tion as a result of subsidence has 
resulted in watermains bending out of 
alignment and springing leaks. 

ig 4 have just completed repair- | 
ing a leak in the watermain on Jas- | 
per avenue at 93 street, and on Wed- 
nesday a seepage was again noticed, 
giving rise to the belief that a joint 
12 feet away from the point where 
the repairs were made, had blown out, 

Whole Main Bends 

These leaks are believed by Mr. 
‘Turner to result from a movement in 
the earth's surface, causing the entire 
main to bend out of alignment. He 
classes the situation as most serious. 

Mr. Haddow stated Wednesday that 
he believed the entire earth formation 
in that section of the city had been 
affected by mining operations and an- 
ticipated even more trouble. 

The waterworks department work 
crews have been working overtime as 
® result of bursting pipes and mains 
following the cold snap On Monday 
a two-inch main supplying the Ag- 
ency building on Jasper avenue, burst. 
At midnight it was found necessary 
to shut off the entire block on Jasper 
avenue, and temporary service was 
given by a firehose connected to a 
hydrant at 101 street. 

Mr, Turner demonstrated how brok- 
en mains were detected. The exact 
spot..where to dig to effect repairs can 
be found. A delicate instrument is 
placed on the pavement or road sur- 
face and moved along the course of 
‘the main, Ear phones are attached, 
and when the ground piece is above 
the leak the operator can distinctly 
hear the rushing of water from the 
broken main, many feet below the 
earth's surface.

Is Appointed Colonel in

Promotion to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel to command the Edmon- 
ton Fusiliers with regimental head- 
uarters in this city, of Major A. W. 
Bannard, M.M. has been confirmed by 
the Minister of Nation@ Defence, ac- 
cording to advices recéived in this 
city on Wednesday. 

Col. Bannard saw extensive service 
in the army during the.great war of 
1914-1918 and since his demobiliza- 
tion has been actively identified with 
the Fusiliers. 

He enlisted in this city in November

He remained with his battalion and 
proceeded with it to France where the 
3ist was brigaded with the 27th. City 
of Winnipeg, the 28th Saskatchewan 
and the 29th Vancouver battalions to 
form the “Iron Sixth” Brigade of the 
Second Division. 

While segving In the ranks of his 
battalion he was awarded the Military 
Medal.

He is married and has one son. In

Relinving that the relief work now 
being carried on is not a permanent 
solution to the unemployment ques- 
tion, delegates to the 14th annual Al- 
berta Federation of Labor convention 
in session at the Labor Hall, Wednes- 
day rodered that a telegram be imme- 
diately dispatched to Hon, Peter 
Heenan, minister of Inbor, asking that 
the dominion government consider tts 
stand in regard to assisting unem- 
ployed in the cities and municipalities 
of the various provinces, 

The secretary of the Federation was | 
further ordered to write to the mayors | 
of all cities in the province and to the 
provincial government suggesting that 
similar steps be taken immediately 
with a view to securing action on the 
part of the Dominion government at 


once, 
Tusurance Asked 

A further resolution, urging the | 
| Dominion and provincial governments 
| to pass some form of unemployment 
insurance, so that the workers can, | 
during their periods of employment, 
make provision for the periods when | 
they may be out of employment, was | 
| considered and unanimously carried 

A Dominton-wide conference on the 
subject of unemployment was another 
feature of the discussion on the floor 
of the convention, whieh was partici- 
pated tn by many of the delegates, 

The committee on officers’ reports, 
through its chairman, D, K, Knott, 
Edmonton, pointed out to the con- 
vention that a Dominion-wide con- 
ference, at which all provinces would 
have representation, would promote a 
movement of more comprehensive 
winter employment to extend over a 
number of years, This program should 
be evolved to cover the mining and 
other industries where distress exists 
at the present time 

The committee commended the pro- 
vinelal government and civic councils 
for the steps which have already been 
taken up to the present time in allev- 
jating the unemployment problem and 
the actual suffering, by initiating pro- 
grams of winter work 

Scores Government 

Declaring that the present immigra- 
| tion policy of the Dominion govern- 
ment was responsible for unemploy- 
ment conditions throughout the coun- 
try today, Carl Berg, Edmonton, | 
charged that the King administration | 
had practically forced immigration
